Altona City Council wants no hold up in present plans for sewering 
Altona but still believes the small flow from the local purification plant 
should be pumped to Werribee and not into the bay. 


If millions can be found for “the blue bloods of the East’ to stop 
the sewer from entering the bay off Carrum and another $24 million 
for the next stage of the Arts Centre, $400,000 for a pumping station 
at Altona could surely be found, said Cr. Doug Grant at Tuesday’s 


Council meeting. 


He doesn’t consider the $400,000 “‘peo- 
nuts” but thinks it small in relation to the 
millions for the other projects. 


He said “Sewerage is a must for Altona, 


anything is better than 


better if we get the effluent pumped to 


ribee”. 
But Cr. Bob Harrison 
wants the effluent . dis- 


charged into the hay. %

ter from the Minister for} 


Local Government, Hon. R. 


J, Hamer, referringrto ques- 
tions on the plant raised by 
councillors when on a de- 


putation to the Minister in 
March. 
Included with the Minis- 
, ter’s letter was one he had 
received from the Board of 
Works. 

Cr. Pat Burns com- 
mented that following the 
Deputation, the Minister 
had only gone to the Board 
ana received the same 
answers as Council has 
been getting all the time. 


After discussion Council 
resolved that the Minister 
be advised that the Altona 
City Council is strongly in 
favour of sewerage for all 
of Altona and that the pre- 
sent plans for the sewerage 
reticulation to homes be 
continued. 

And that the Council is 
still of the opinion that the 
relatively small flow from 
the Altona plant (1% to 4% 
milion gallons daily) should 
-be pumped into the Wer- 
ribee outfall drain becaust 
the volume it can handle 
has at least a margin of 
approximately 100,000,000 
gallons daily. 

Cost of the pumping  sta- 
tion, $400,000, is conside: 
justified on several grounds 
particularly as this section 
of the beach where  dis- 
charge of the effluent is 
proposed\ is used by thou- 
sands of people from the 
western suburbs of Mel- 
bourne. 

Seven of the councillors 
agreed to the resolution as 
put forward by Cr. Grant 
and seconded by Cr. Burns 
that the effluent should be 
pumped to Werribee.

He added that the Board’s 
Engineer has always said, 
the outfall has not the ca- 
pacity to take effluent from 
Altona. 


“But if the figures from 
the Board publication are 
correct I contend Werribee 
can take the relatively small 





flow from Altona.” said 
Cr. Grant. 

Regarding the cost of a 
pumping station Cr. Grant 


suggested councillors should 
be_ realistic. 

He said the cost as stated 
in the Board’s letter $400,000 
is not “peanuts”. 


But if $37,000,000 can he 
found for the “blue bloods 
of the east’ and $24,000,000 
for thee Arts Centre, t 
cost of the pumping station 
is small, said Cr. Grant. 


And, he added, it always 
has been the intention of 
the Board to eventually 
pump effluent from Altona 
into the Werribee system. 


Cr. Harrison indicated his 
opposition was based on two

In 1964 the Altona Council agreed

to an Altona sewerage plan, which in- 
cluded disposal of sewerage effluent in 
Altona ‘Bay. : 


In that, they acted after considera- 
tion of all known circumstances and in 
the light of information and advice 
given them. 


Now in 1969 the Altona Council 
still favours the Altona-sewerage plan 
but asks for modification of the efflu- 
ent disposal section. . 


At this stage the Council holds, not 
only that there is some doubt as to the 
validity of the contention of the: purity 
of the effluent, but that there is also 
direct evidence to this effect. . 

. | Répresentations to the Minister for 
Local Government, Hon. R. J. Hamer,. 
have had negative results. : It is apparent - 
that he prefers .to base -his refusal on 
the previous blanket acceptance by Al- ” 
tona Council, ~ : : 


. The Government’s disapproval of 
the Carrum ‘scheme has, however, 
created a new situation. It may be that 
this was not on the grounds of a health 
hazard but there were certainly doubts 
about vegetation. Vegetation means 
seaweed and Altona has had enough of 
seaweed, 


The Altona Council’ needs support 
in its stand. ’ Anything . detrimental 
-to Altona Bay will be a blow to the 
people of Altona -and large numbers 
from neighbouring suburbs. The aid of 
the Western Suburbs Municipal Asso- 
ciation will certainly be given. 

It is ironical that in Altona the 
area of the foreshore with the greatest 
potential for’ dévelopment will be that 
most near to the outfall of the effluent. 

It is also ironical that the Altona 
Council has powers under. health Ppro- 
visions to obtain an injunction against 
any person or company polluting its sea, 
land or air.

Blank. Performances of 
such calibre earnt: him the 
title of “the biggest anti- 
hero since Bogart”.
